That Hu gh A. Bu rrell, former presi­ 
dent of the Peoples’ State Bank of 
Brownstown, Ind., will not plead in­ 
sanity to av oid the granting of a 
repu isition for him, that he is not a 
law v iolator, and that he has nev er 
made any attempt to conceal .his iden­ 
tity, will be the claims of the defense 
in the ease. 
Su ch was the statement 
made Friday night by Attorney E. L. 
Kistler. of Mu skogee, who has been 
retained to defend Mr. Bu rrell. 
“ There nev er lia s been au V effort on 
the part of Indiana au thorities to a r ­ 
rest Mr. Bu rrell,” declared Mr. Kistler 
Friday night. 
“ No requ isition ev er 
ha s been made ou t for him before this 
time. 
He has gone where he pleased 
and done what he pleased, and has 
nev er felt any reason to be alarmed.” 
“ Before Mr. Bu rrell left Indiana he 
paid in dou ble the amou nt of his hold­ 
ings of the stock of his bank, as re­ 
qu ired by the Indiana state law, and 
all difficu lties were settled, 
tied ev ery liability he had. 
He liv ed 
in Mu skogee for a year, walking on 
the streets ev ery day, and making no 
attempt to conceal his identity.

Co nve rte d Gallery Into Home. 
Fasto r Sanfo rd survey ed the large 
gallery o f the ciiurch audito rium pro p­ 
er and decided it was to o much to ex­ 
pect in a do wnto wn church that it 
wo uld ever be filled by the co ngrega­ 
tio n. 
So lie cut the gallery in two and 
mo ved the rear wall fo rward eighteen 
feet. 
This gave him a space running 
fo r seventy -five feet acro ss the fro nt o f 
the church and eighteen feet deep. In 
this he built an eight ro o m apartment, 
where he no w lives with his wife, 
three children and two y o ung relatives 
o f Mrs. Sanfo rd. 
“I think I have a china clo set that 
is unique amo ng the china clo sets o f 
wo men,” said Mrs. Sanfo rd. “When I 
cauno t go to church and I am lo nely 
I go iuto tlie dining ro o m and hear my 
husband preaching thro ugh the china 
clo set, and that is co mpany fo r me.” 
On the level o f the gallery in the 
Sanfo rd apartment are kitchen, bath, 
dining ro o m, two large bedro o ms and 
two living ro o ms. A stairway leads to 
the fo rmer attic o f the church and the 
bell to wer. 
In the attic Fasto r San­ 
fo rd has built two large bedro o ms, o ne 
fo r his so n. no w a so pho mo re In Co r­ 
nell, and o ne fo r his daughter Iiuth. 
One drawback which Mrs. Sanfo rd, 
who is a practical ho usekeeper, finds 
with her church apartment is that, 
unlike her neighbo rs o n the o ppo site 
side o f the street, she has no dumb 
waiter. 
Gro cers and butchers must 
tramp thro ugh the main do o r o f the 
church and up the two flights o f gal­ 
lery stairs with her Supplies. 
“When I wanted to have this apart­ 
ment built.” said Mr. Sanfo rd, “there 
was co nsiderable o ppo sitio n in the 
church. They seemed to think it was 
beneath the dignity o f a church to 
have living ro o ms fo r its pasto r in it.

STRAINS DUE TO JERKS. 


Sudden Stresses on 
Hoisting 
Ropee 
Cause Rapid Deterioration. 
Experiments made by placing a dy ­ 
namo meter betw’een the ro pe and the 
cage in a ho isting plant sho wed con­ 
clusively the bad effects o f starting the 
lo ad with a jerk due to a slack rope. 
When there was two and a half inches 
o f slack the stress o n the ro pe was 39 
per cent greater than if the lo ad was 
lifted slo wly and gently . 
With three 
inches o f slack the stress was 05 per 
cent greater than If lifted slo wly and 
gently . 
With slack o f six inches the 
stress was 122 per cent, o r mo re than 
do uble, and with twelve inches slack 
the stress o n the ro pe was three time« » 
as great as when starting slo wly with 
a taut ro pe. 
Such sudden stresses o n ho isting 
ro pes necessarily cause deterio ratio n 
in the strands, which eventually result 
in breakage. The jerk can Lie greatly re­ 
duced by care o n the part o f the hoist­ 
ing engineer and the insertio n o f a 
go o d spring co nnectio n between the 
cage and the ro pe.—Mines and Min­ 
erals.

COYOTE PROOF FENCE. 


Colorado Sheep R aise r F o un d It a Good 
Investment. 
The inclosureof a sheep range with­ 
in a coyote proof fence has been tried 
in Colorado by F. H. Taylor of Man- 
cos with highly satisfactory results. 
An experiment begun by the United 
States department of agriculture on 
the Wallowa national forest, in Ore­ 
gon. to discover whether sheep eoukl 
be advantageously 
pastured 
within 
such an inclosure led Mr. Taylor to 
give the new method a trial. The out 
come is set forth in a letter to the de­ 
partment as follows: 
“ After reading the description of 
your coyote proof fence in Oregon 1 
constructed a feuce to inclose about 
500 acres In the same manner. 
The 
fence was constructed during the fall 
of 1908. and In the spring of 1909 nnd 
1910 1.000 head of ewes were lambed 
in this Inclosure.” 
In the vernacular 
of the herder. “ 100 per cent of the 
lambs were saved"—that is, a lamb to 
each ewe. “ and one man did all the 
work. 
1 think the per cent of the 
lambs would have been higher, but 
one animal, presumably a coyote, was 
inside when the fence was construct 
ed. 
It was impossible to capture this 
animal even with hounds. 
Some of 
the herders thought the animal was 
not a coyote, but since coyote tracks 
w’ere found In several places 1 am of 
the opinion that It was. 
Whatever the 
animal was it raised its young inside 
the inclosure.” 
Connecting his loss with the rapacity 
of this animal. Mr. Taylor says: 
“ A great many of the lambs w’ere 
killed and a small hole eaten behind 
the fore leg. and the remainder of the 
carcass was untouched. 
On the land 
outside of the inclosure it required the 
services of three men and a pack of 
hounds to care for 1.000 ewes, and only 
95 per cent of the lambs were saved. 
This per cent could not have been 
saved without the assistance of the 
hounds. 
“ I consider this fence a splendid in­ 
vestment. since it easily pays for itself 
in three years. 
On the other hand, it 
is often difficult and sometimes impos­ 
sible to get men during the lambing 
season. 
For this reason the monej’ 
value of the fence can hardly be esti­ 
mated.”

Im proved A p p a ra tu s T h a t la Operated 
by C om pressed Air. 
Pictured in the accompanying en­ 
graving is an improved track sander 
for use with locomotives. 
The ap­ 
paratus is so arranged that two jets 
of compressed air are employed, one 
of which is directed against the sand 
in the sand box, serving to agitate It. 
while the other acts to discharge the 
same continuously and smoothly. Spe­ 
cial precautions are taken to prevent 
the nozzles from being clogged with 
sand. 
In the illustration the sand box is in­ 
dicated at A. 
The sander casing B 
is substantially of Y 
form.

The Newest Pum p. 
The invention of a pumping process 
by the explosion of a gas affords a new 
and probably a practical way of rais­ 
ing water in large quantities cheaply. 
The gas to he exploded is compressed 
over the surface of the water, which 
is free to escape upward through a 
tube. 
By the explosion great pressure 
Is generated, and a quantity of wrater 
is driven out of the reservoir. 
A fresh 
supply of combustible material is then 
quickly introduced, which is compress­ 
ed by some of the water flowing back 
down the tube. The process is repeat­ 
ed indefinitely as long as there is any 
fluid in the reservoir. 
It is astonish­ 
ingly simple. No apparatus Is required 
in the escape tube, not even a check 
valve. 


B razin g Iron and Steel. 
Ordinary sheet brass, or that in the 
form of wire, a s free as possible from 
lead, 
is 
better 
than brazing solder 
(half copper and half spelter) for braz­ 
ing iron or steel, according to tbe 
Brass World, as it is tougher and the 
joint is less apt to break. 
Its melting 
point is only slightly higher than the 
half and half solder and not enough 
to interfere with the brazing opera­ 
tion in any way. Ordinary high brass 
wire is often sold as “ s|>elter wire” for 
brazing iron or steel.
